Truck crop and 
borrv dan,into from last week’s frost 
and freeze in this territory is author! 
tatively estimated as follows: Now 
Orleans trucking district. $500,000: 
Hammond berry district. $40,000; Pol- 
eour ilistriit. $200,000; llertrandvllle 
district. Sin.imo. and Hazlehurst dis¬ 
trict. $250,000 

Freezing weather with occasional 
"s|iits" of snow extended as far South 
sixty miles below New Orleans. Ice 
to a thiekivss of an eighth of an inch 
was report'd throughout 1‘laquemlne 
and St Hernard parishes. The young 
truck crop within a radius of forty 
miles ol the city is reported damaged

most a total loss of crop, according to 
reports. The loss. It is said, will ex¬ 
ceed a million dollars.

Ky„ which is con¬ 
sidering plans to build two large mills 
in lumber territory on the Ouachita 
river and will handle some 100,000 to 
J50.000 feet of logs and lumber a day 
and employ a total of 1,000 men. 

McNicol Brothers of Behring, Ohio, 
has had representative* in this region, ( 
considering the advisability of erect- I 
ing a $500,000 pottery plant, which 
would employ 5tm men, women and 
children, according to Mr. Goff. Mr. 
Goff also said that the Grismore-Hy-1 
naan Company of Memphis may erect 
a large heading mill anti employ 300 
people.
